Charles Vernon Bush, 14-year-old son of a Howard 
University faculty member, was named one of four 
pages at the U. S. Supreme Court and became the 
first Negro to be selected in the court’s history. 

Court officials said young Bush, son of Charles 
Bush, educational director of Howard’s Clarke Hall, 
will report for duty in September. He will become 
the first Negro to attend the exclusive Capitol Page 
School, which is operated for pages for the Supreme 
Court, House of Representatives and Senate. 

As a page, he will run errands and handle minor 
chores for the court’s nine justices. He will earn up 
to $2,700-a-year. 

Selected from scores of youngsters screened by as- 
sistant superintendent of schools Harold Haynes, 
Bush was appointed by Court Marshal T. Perry Lip- 
pitt after approval by Chief Justice Earl Warren.

The House interstate commerce committee, by a 19-7 
vote, approved a bill outlawing segregation on railroads, 
buses and airplanes and setting a fine of $1,000 for each 
offense. However, administration backers expressed doubt 
that the bill would pass in this session of Congress. The 
bill’s author, Rep. John W. Heselton (R., Mass.), said the 
measure was necessary to put teeth into Supreme Court 
anti-segregation rulings. 


Integration Of Los Angeles Negro Firemen Ordered 

The five-man Los Angeles fire commission adopted an 
unanimous resolution ordering Fire Chief John Alderson 
to draft a plan within six weeks by which Negro and 
white firemen could be integrated in stations throughout 
the city. The commission’s ruling came on the heels of 
a legal decision handed down by the city attorney against 
the department’s practice of limiting Negroes to two 
stations. 


Ike Signs Bill Chartering Negro Welfare Unit 
President Eisenhower signed a bill granting a national 
charter to a group, which for 50 years has been teach- 
ing Negroes in Indiana and Texas how to can food, build 
homes, and grow vegetables. Newly chartered is the 
Board of Fundamental Organization, which operates 
Flanner House in Indianapciis and also a similar pro- 
gram at Jarvis Christian College in Hawkins, Texas. 
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N. Y. Fireman Exceeds Perfection In Police Test 


A 28-year-old New York fireman scored an imposing 100 
per cent—a perfect score—in the city’s rigorous competi- 
tive police physical exam. Competing against 179 other 
prospective rookie patrolmen, James B. Bluitt led the field 
by compiling the perfect mark—the same as he did a few 
years ago when he took the fireman test. He exceeded 
requirements for a perfect score in each test. Bluitt did 
eight feet, seven inches in the standing broad jump (8-2 
is rated perfect) and shaved two seconds off the perfect 
27-second mark for 176-yard endurance pack-carry. Blu- 
itt was appointed to the police force in 1944 but in 1947 
switched to the fire department. Since then, he has twice 
passed the police exams but officials have refused to trans- 
fer him. Declaring that he “had a little trouble with the

Spencer, father of two children, was 
suspended from his $6,400-a-year post 10 months ago as a 
possible security risk. In clearing Spencer, the Air 
Force’s security review board stipulated that he get back 
pay.

Ethiopian Emperor Haile Selassie visited Yugoslavia 
for seven days as the official guest of President Tito.

Blade Taken From La. Man’s Head After 11 Years 
A 29-year-old New Orleans clothes presser, Harold 
Magee, who lived 11 years with a three-inch knife blade 
imbedded in the delicate area between his nose and eye, 
had the blade removed by a brain surgeon in what was 
termed a “hardly believable,” one-in-a-million operation. 
Magee, who was stabbed in the face at the age of 18, 
did not know there was something inside his head until 
three years later, but did nothing about it. Recently, a doc- 
tor taking an X-ray of Magee’s “draining sinus,” discov- 
ered the blade. The brain surgeon, who removed the blade 
the same way it went into Magee’s face, said: “Magee 
would be dead if the blade’s path had varied the slightest 
fraction of an inch in any direction.” He described 
Magee’s condition after the operation as excellent.

Miami Opens $1 Million Negro Luxury Motel 

The $1 million Booker Terrace Motel, first luxury motel 
for Negroes in the U. S., was opened in Miami with the 
city’s mayor, Abe Aronovitz, cutting the ceremonial red 
ribbon. The spacious structure, situated on a five-acre 
tract, has 50 hotel rooms, 96 one-bedroom apartments, 48 
two-bedroom apartments, swimming pool, patio and is 
completely air conditioned. It was financed by a group of 
white Miami Beach businessmen. 


$4 Million D. C. Interracial Apartment Faiis 

The $4 million interracial Rhode Island Plaza apartment 
house in Washington, D. C., has failed for lack of tenants. 
The New York Life Insurance Company, which loaned 
the money to build the project, asked the FHA, which 
insured it, to take over the mortgage. Financial diffi- 
culties resulted because only about 300 of the 413 units 
were rented. Rentals ranged from $67.50 for one-room 
units to $125 a month for two-bedroom apartments. 
Present tenants will not be affected by the change, ac- 
cording to FHA.

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WEEK By Albert Segal 


© Racial problems are the dramatic theme for the ever- 
increasing number of books pouring out of turbulent South 
Africa. Most of these volumes deal with the subject either 
from the viewpoint of the European or the 
African. However, in Albert Segal’s first 
novel, Johannesburg Friday (McGraw- 
Hill: $3.75), the conflict between black 
and white is secondary, serving as an omi- 
nous background for the events of one day 
in the life of a Jewish family, the Leven- 
thals. 
w@ Although the thread of the story is 
Albert Segal chiefly concerned with the lives of these 
individuals, through two servants the author brings into 
focus the attitudes and temperaments of two distinct types 
of African, permits occasional glimpses of the tragic role 
to which the African is relegated in the “City of Gold.” 
“Sixpence was a Zulu... he craved for his kraal, his 
wives, his children. Zachariah was a Basuto .. . shrewd. 
He craved for independence, for equality with the white 
man. One was willing to work out his destiny with the aid 
of the European. The other was determined to seek his 
goals without the European’s interference.” 
@ Although Segal points up the plight of the African, he is 
overly careful in his handling of the European’s treatment 
of the black majority. An African is caught stealing a 
purse from Jessie and is turned loose at her request. An 
African servant rapes a white girl and is sentenced to the 
gallows, but the judge sympathizes with “any man whose 
passions might be whipped up during the course of his du- 
ties,” berates white women’s behavior before African men. 
@ Johannesburg Friday is rich in excursions into Jewish 
living, but the telling is in such detail that action some- 
times drags, interest lags.—E.B.T.
